Once the financial aid form has been 
filed and the proper box checked, 
involved students will automatically 
be considered for the basic grant 
program. No other applications are 
necessary; this is also true for Indiana 
residents who want to be considered 
for the Indiana state scholarship and 
grant programs. 

Hoover says all students are en- 
couraged to apply for financial aid 
for two basic reasons: 1. A student 
will never know if he qualifies unless 
he applies, and 2. With the passage 
of the Middle Income Students As- 
sistance Act, some families who were 
not eligible for financial aid in the 
past may now qualify. 

Hoover plans periodic financial aid 
counseling sessions during the second 
semester to answer any questions 
students may have about the finan- 
cial aid form or financial aid in generaL 

Hoover adds that students must 
complete their applications for Indi- 
ana state scholarships and grants 
or freedom of choice grants by Mar. 
1; applications for Saint Joseph’s 
College institutional aid must be 
submitted to Hoover’s office by May 1. 


“Now is the time to begin thinking 
about financial aid for the 1980-81 
school year,” stresses David Hoover, 
director of financial aids at Saint 
Joseph’s College. 

“Anyone who wishes to apply for 
financial aid for the 1980-81 school 
year must complete a financial aid 
form and an institutional financial 
aid application,” he adds. “These 
forms can be picked up in the finan- 
cial aid office now.”
